The Archdeacon's Synodical Sermon— 
Bishop Cridge'B Exceptions Thereto. 

EniToit Colokist: — It was only yester- 
day that I bccaino aware that Archdeacon 
Wright's sermon before the Syliod bud 
becu published, and that it contained a 
polemical alluuon to myself and the Ro- 
furmod Ohui'oh. But for this allusion I 
should have deemed it contentious to 
tako public notice ef its one solitary doo- 
trine. As it is, I feel it a duty tooxainine 
the high position from which the Arch- 
deacon looks down on his bri-tiiren, and 
strikes a blow at member,-; of tho coin- 
muuity no less sincere and enlightened 
thau himself. Tbo Archdeacon's asper- 
sion on myself I forgive and pass over. 

When, in Christ Church, wo lirst be- 
gan to contoad, not against Syuoda, but 
against tho principles on which this 
Synod was utt'iiuptod to be launched, I 
was more tli?.n once asked, "What does 
it matter, this apostolical suocossion ? It 
ia only a notion, and can do neither good 
iwii- linvrn."

nor barm." Tho Archdeacou'n sermon 
shows what it matters; and rejoioora may 
rejoice at the candour and oven the sim- 
plicity with which ho go(!s beyond a von- 
erablu brother in unfolding its true i:u- 
port, 

As tho Arohdeacon has clearly attempt- 
ed to lay the burden of this troinondous 
authority ou the conajienco of his breth- 
ren outside, I hope that be will onligbt- 
en them vath proof, and not, after the ex- 
I'.niple of some, no lees learned and bold 
than himself, decline so obvious a duty. 
Multitudes of pious and learned miius- 
ters of the Church of England ropudhite 
the dogma; and perhaps there novor w is 
a more signal instance of its miscalculat- 
ed olTects than when in this 
land au atti iiqit was made to coerce 
a congregation, iind Its ministers in- 
to its acceptance, thongh revolting to 
their conscience, and nowhere taught by 
tho Church I and, if pousiblo, to bring to 
vuin aud "desolatioi- ," iudeod those who 
would not obey, 

The Arehiloacon's statement is as follows: 
Tho apostles at Jerusalem 'Hn Synod" as- 
sembled, loft an example to tha suects- 
,so)-.«, (the last italics are my_ own,) "as 
to how they should proceed in putting an 
ofid to eontrovorsios." 
/ It is a weighty tas-k, then, that has been 
/laid upon tho Synod. Tu pulancnd to con- 
ItroversicH. Where is the happy example 
to which tho ArobdeacQu would refer of 
this virtiio oi' Hynods? Certainly not the 
Church which lio has left. Nowhere in 
England do Synods settle controversies, 
Coutrovcr.'iies aro juugcd, though iu>i put 
au end to by tbo civil power, Ibo decis- 
ions of which, I presume, tho Arclubiaeou 
hiuisotf.uotwithstanding his doolrino ao- 
copts. Should ho not also accept tho do- 
cirtions of tho Council of Trent'? lio c:'.n 
hardly say thtit the absence of tho lay cle- 
ment from that body was a defect, fof oyi 
dontly it.a t^dmisaion hero has ciiusimI him 
Bomp appreliension, allayed only by the 
recollection of the inviolidjlo authority of 
oiic who, as Hueoesfjor of tho Apostles, 
presides over tho Synod. Nor can ho tay 
that tho Binhops of that Counoil wore not 
aiiccosNors <fi tV Apotltled) else what bo- 
comes of tho Buoooasion in his own 
body'? 

Bu'; T will deal candidly with the Aroh- 
ueaeoii' i position. Ho has at last found 
the church of hifJ ideal; formed upon tho 
inspired model, and exevcising its divine 
, r functions {roe from sooulur iutorferouco 
[ or oonkrol. All.— Rud ibis not a little—that 



non-apostolio persons, whether Kings or 
(Juoonu, or niinistora of Stato, or parlia- 
ments, or judges, have hitherto dono, for 
good or evil, in fiamiug the ecclesiastical 
mosaic of ceromonioa and dootrines, tbo 
Synod, being free, accepts; perhaps, also, 
what tho secular po\^ers may do hereafter; 
but only f rec-ly of its own will. If I havo 
not faii-ly represented the Archdeacon ho 
can sot mo right. Ono thing only I find 
poi'lilexing, viz., how it is that the Synod 
should bo still taught to loan ou tho au- 
thority of tho state after thoy have cast it 
olT. What is tho power Avbioh,a3 the Synod | 
was told, its Bishop has here more than 
a Bishop in England, if it be not that he 
is nnfettoied bv tlio state? | 

But will tho Arehd eacon move tho Hy- 
nod to tho iierformaiico of tho task to 
which his Bishoj), having apo»tolio oi.- 
thority, has proceeded, as he seems to ii.- 
timate, lo call it? Will be wipe away all 
confused notions as to its dread function?, 
and inform that body teJial controversies 
they are to pat an end to, and /or whom ? 
For themselves or for others? Tho first 
they bavo a porfoot right to do. Fow of 
their cotomporaries would question their 
right to decide fur tliomselves, if thoy seo 
tit, tlidt they aro iho only pure and apos- 
tolic (iliurch in this laud. They may as- 
oriba to their order all virtue and all 
praise; it were unchristian to envy them, 
or to impugn their sincerity. But if tho 
Archdeaoon moves the Synod to go bo- 
youd this, and to decido/oc oiJiers, and to 
accuse others of schism if they do not 
conform, I doubt whether ho will suc- 
ceed. Lat Uim, for instance, ijroposo to 
settle tbo question of tho"6ucces8iou" bo- 
twoon bis own Bishop and tho Catholio 
Bishop. Or to take up the order of tha 
Reformed Church, or to decide for onr 
Pr(!Nbytorian brollirou that tlio authority 
of Apo.stles and presbyters at .Torusalem 
has iles(!eiided on the bi^liop-i and priests 
in our own day. Will tin; .-Vrchdeacon do 
thittV If ho once goes outside wboro will 
he stop? When ho has framed decisions 
what will ho do with them ? 

I feel I am justilied in this lino of argu- 
ment. It might havo been imaginad that 
tha Archdeacon's discourse (in part) was 
only a theological flourish of a eolf-gratu- 
latory kiiul, according to a onoo too-pie- 
valeut fashi ii in Christian churches, sui- 
table enough lo tho pulpit, but designed 
to have little further oft'eot than a vote of 
thanks for the eloquent discourse. But 
when upon the strength of tho doctiino 
the preacher imputes, however guanle !- 
ly, to hundreds of Christian men and m- > 
men, complicity with a "desolatine" 
schism, it is jilain that more than soiiiul is 
meant; and these samo Christians will not 
fail to reinombor the timo when tbey ro 
threatened with privation ot Christ imi 
burial and other rites, with no hope of 
restoration for the living but m the war 
of periunce. Most indeed will regard all 
this as language bordering on abuse, a i l 
I would remind those who utter it of tii. 
Ten Coinmandments and the Church Cat- 
echism; and would suggest to the Arch- 
deacon himselt to consider how, upon hia 
own principles, ho can eundemu his bre- 
threii apart from tho body whioh is di- 
vinely uutiiorii.ed to put an end to con- 
troversies. 

I am not refuting tho dogma itself. The 
common sense of the community will, if 
I mistake not, do that more ofTootually 
thau I can. But its injurious tendency 
in perpetuating strife, in hindering unity, 
in embittering brotherhood, all should 
ponder. 

I truly believe, sir, taking a general 
view of church history, that comi^arativo- 
ly fow in our day, or indeed in any day, 
exceiit eeclosie.stical j)ersons nnd "sillj- 
wonusn" whoin tliev "lead captive," seek 
to spread their religion by calling names, 
frowns, proud looks hints ofex-conimu- 
nicatiuu, or other arts of more prosely- 
tism. Many, too, are beginning to leara, 
I think, that schism, in apostolio language 
does not motin separation from a body, but 
cojitentinn-i in n liotly, Tho torm as it seems 
t.) mo detr.icts much from the very ami 
able tenor of tho Archdeacon's discourse. 
Tlio.-io who succeed tho Apostles ahould 
have the spirit of Apoitlen; and as, ac- 
cording to his own -words, they aro not 
under tho same infallible gnidanco, they 
should humbly take heed how they pass 
rash juilgmeuls out ot their own minds on 
those who confess tho name of Jesus. Lot 
an Aposllo teach us ml, — I would myself 
learn it moro and more;— that oven in 
such little matters as meats and days, — 
how much more in questions of faith and 
doctrine,— each Ohristian shcdl "give an 
civcount of 7ihnfielf lo God." "Who art thou 
who jiidgiHt anotliin- man's ' orvant? To 
his (jwu jSlasler he htaiidoth or fallsth. 
Yea, he shall bo holdiiu up, for Goil is 
able to niuku him st.uid."
